| quent causes of insan ty in those not disposed 
}to it is the over it Julgance of the appetites and 
passtons in early life; and to those who inher- 
11a tendancy to this disease, such a course is 
ihighly pernicieus. The utmost attention 
should be given to securing a good bodily con- 
stitution. Such children should be encouraged 
to run about the fields and take much exercise 
in the open air, and thus insure the equal and 
proper developement of all the organs of the 
ibody. They should not have the intellect un- 
duly tasked. Very early cultivation of the 
miod, and the excituent of the feelings by the 
strife for the pratse and the honor awarded to 
ereatefforts of mind and memory, is

injurious 
to ali children, and to those who inherit a ten- 
dancy to nervious diseases or Insanity, mest 
pernicious. persons thus predis- 
posed to insanity, should strive under all cir- 
cutpstances, to preserve great equanimiy of 
temper, calling to mind the words of wisdom, 
*\ He that is slow to anger is better than the 
mighty ;“and hethat ruleth his spirit than he 
that taketh a city.” In Dr. Brigham’s opinion, 
the most frequent and immediate cause of in- 
sanity, and one of the most important to guard 
against, is the want of sleep.

publienan, the common people elevated, and the 
character of women more highly respected. 


i will now give a few examples to illustrate these | 


general prepositions. In some of the most igno- 
rant tribes of Africa, we find the people controlled 
by petty despotic chiefs. The common people of 
China are generally uneducated, and the govern- 
ment is despotic. ‘Phe Emperor is styled the Sa- 
cred Son of Ueaven, sole Ruler of the Unirerse 
end father of his people. Hs highest officers pros- 
trate themsclves before him, and, when he appears 
in public, the common people close their shops 
and flee to their dwellings, for should they be found 
in the way they would be exposed to instant death. 
There are nine grades of officers under the Empe- 
ror, vested with cbhsolute power over all under their 
control, even to take life. The common people are 
taught from their infancy to be obedient to their 
superiors in rank and to think insignificantly of 
themselves ; and this servility must be done with 
smiling face and sprightly step. Is it surprising 
that they should become dishonest, deceitful, cun- 
ning and intriguing, and es they are cheated and 
robbed by their superiors, they should in turn cheat 
and rob them in false weights, disguising their 
woods, etc, as they are accused of doing 2? Are 
they to be blamed in manifesting an absolute sove- 
reignty over their wives, by yoking them with their 
teams to drag the plough ? 

In the despotic government of Turkey, likewise, 
we have the same coincidence of ignorance, dis- 
honesty and intriguc amongst the common people. 
Disorder and weakness exist in the different branch- 
es of the administration, oppression and restiessness 
in the provinces, the highways overrun with rob- 
bers and insurgents in every quarter. 

The common people of Russia are in » deplora- 


ble condition of slavery to the nobles, who reckon | 


their property, not by their acres of land but by the 
number of their slaves. There slnves, who are the 
great majority of the people. are grossly ignorant, 
rude in manner, filthy in habits, and much addict- 
ed to intoxication. ‘The government is an absolute 
menarchy. 

The common people of Austria are also uneducat- 
ed and the government is an absolute monarchy. 

The common people of Spain are more ignorant 
still; and before 1847 the government was the most 
despotic government in Europe, at which time it 
was limited by a constitution which allewed the 
liberty of the press and some other privileges. 

The monarchy of Portugal was limited by a con- 
Stitution in 1833. The common people are stili ig- 
norant like those of Spnin. 

As the common people become better educated 
we find the governments more liberal or Republi- 


ean. Those in the limited monarchy of Great Brit- 
ain, perhaps hal€ the common people can read and 


write, though they are oppressed by an overwhelin- 
ing aristocracy. 

So, also, in Holland, Belgium, Bavaria, and Scot-

The common people of Prussia are well educa- 
ted, and their desire and preparation for independ- 
ence were strongly manifested a few months since, 
in their bloody struggle to change their government 
ofabsolute monarchy to a republic. 

The common people of Switzerland are intelli- 
gent and virtuous, brave, industrious, prosperous 
and happy. Their twenty two Cantons or Disiriets 
have long been united into one federal republic 
over three hundred years, though it has sevcral 
times been disturbed by different powers. 

The only fears we cutertain for the Republic of 
France, is the ignorance and vice of the common 
people, not half of whom, probably, can read and 
write, 

The indeperdent governments of South America, 
who caught the fire of freedom from the high altar 
of our Republic, are establishing their governments 
by educating their people. 

The common people of this Republic are doubt- 
less better educated than those of any other coun- 
try, and, as acoincidence, their institutions are lib- 
eral (if we except the peculiar institution) and the 
government, with all its faults, the most glorious in 
the world, 

In view of the abject and servile relations of the 
ignerant and poor to the learned and rich, of all 
nations, let us ask ourselves the important question, 
whether our common people are enjoying their full 
share of the privileges of this Republic ? Are they 
fairly represented in all important offices of trust, 
honor and profit, in our halls of learning and legis- 
lation, courts of justice, and the useful professions, 
or are these stations supplied from the learned and 
rich of the higher classes? If so, is it not plain 
why there is so little sympathy manifested on the 
part of some of these public servants, towards the 
three millions of the oppressed, towards as many 
unfortunate slaves to eppetite, and treble that num- 
ber of suffering wives and children, towards the 
thousands of poor widows and respectable young 
seamstresses who can hardly support themselves 
properly by Inboring sixteen hours a day, and the 
vast multitude of ragged orplians growing up in 
ignorance and vice, and that there is so much par- 
tality used in our courts and in all public transac- 
tions towards the learned and rich? The remedy 
can and must be found in having all classes of the 
people fairly represented, in all departments of so- 
ciety, by persons taken from: their own ranks, who 
can sympathize with and advocate the cause of 
their suffering brethren before the public tribunal. 
But in order to have them there, and to be suceess- 
ful, they must be liberally educated, and to be thus 
educated they must be favored with free public 
schools of the highest order which can be institu- 
ted by a free, patriotic people. 

To conclude, let us inquire more directly, why it 
is that where the common people are ignorant they 
are oppressed under the crushing power of despo- 
tism ; and where they are intelligent and virtuous 
they are independent and happy? The resson is 
obvious. “Knowledge is power,” and in connec- 
tion with virtue, it is liberty and honor, usefulness 
and wealth, prosperity and happiness. While ig- 
norance is weakness and slavery, with all its. con- 
comitant evils, JI appeal therefore to the common 
sense of the common people whether it is not for 
the interest of the common people throughout the. 
world, and for ail classes, especially of a Republic,

; Printing, though @ great moral agent, and 
working directly upon the intellect, is compell- 
ed to make use of mechanical means te effect 
j'ts purposes. Hence, we find it serving, at 
mar the patty of tyrants as well as that of 
reedom,—the cause of falsehood as well! az that 
jeftrath. Thisisthe faultof man, to whom 
{dominion over the physical world-has been gir- 
en, who thus misuses the gifts of mature at his 
;own risk. But if printing has sowetimes serys 
{ed the'tyrant and the supporter of error, it hae 
| done so, not as the willing ally or loving friend, 
; but as the slave who serves a master who has 
jhim completely in bis power; while it hes 
jserved the people with gladness and effect, as 
|those whose interests mre identified with its 
own. It is not claimed thatthe art has not 
| sometimes heen pressed into the service of the 
| workers of wrong ; but it is a visible fact that 
it has labored to enchanee the cause of free- 
dom and humenrights. In all the contests 
which have been wuged between right and 
might, since its birth, this art hae been the 
great instrument upon which the friends of the 
former have relied, leaving it free os air and 
light, to work out iis ends as should to itself 
seem most proper; whereas the supporters of 
the latter, while forcing it into their service, 
have sought to regulate it, to cramp its energies 
and to limit its power,—and all because itis 
the natural enemy of their cause, 

inthe mighty warfare which is ever going 
on between those two most ancient of families, 
‘the House of Have and the House of Want, 
printing bas naturally sided with the latter, in 
the fate of which is involved the happiness of 
so large portions of the human race ; and by 
its advocates it hastarely been misused. We 
see it on their side, and advancing their ends, 
in the Protestant Reformation, in the political 
contests of Englund which ended in the exile of 
the Stuarts, in the American Revolution, and 
above all, in that most noble and gioriows of all 
human movements, the French Revolution, 
which was, through all its phases, the fast up: 
holder of liberty and equality, contending for 
their supremacy in all its battles, and quite as 
much so at Waterloo as at Valme,—and which 
was thus noble and g'urious, because it was 
the first of the great morements of the world 
that was based on a comprehensive principle, 
the full recognition of the brotherhood of mean, 
sithews devinevion ofevlur, or creed, OF Name, 
or race,—because it produced on a totally 
different principle from that which animated the 
English revolutionists, whe were, most of them, 
too busy in asserting the pricileges of English» 
men,to find time for the vindication of the 
rights of man. That revolution may truly be 
said to have been the work of the press—its 
noblest trephy ; and therefore it is the solemn 
duty of the press to uphold it, and to defend it 
agains, the attacks of its foes, and, by spreading 
intelligence still farther among the people, ren- 
der a repetition of the errors which marked its 
course, ullerly itmpossible in similar move- 
ments.
